Volunteering Under Two Classes—Eligibles Divided Into Forty-

LUNWVON, Dec, 3.—Iln an appeal, 
addressed to “all men of miiitary age 
in the United Kingdom,” Lord Derby, 
director of recruiting, says the re-| 
cruiting campaign is coming to an 
end, and ‘by December 11. we shal! 
know whether the men of the United 
Kingdom between the ages of 19 and 
40, are prepared to give the army the 
forces it requires,’’ 

The appeal concludes by urging 
every eligible man to join the army, 
‘und to show the country that he puts | 
her interests before his own; to show | 
the world, allies, neutrals and enemies 
alike. that there are hundreds of 
thousands of her citizens who are 
ceady to fight for her.” 

The joint labor recruiting commit- 
tee also has issued an appeal to the 
“free men of Great Britain to justify 
the faith of the nation in the volun- 
tary and enroll themselves at once 
in the great volunteer army which 
stands between us and the loss of our 
rights and Iberty.” 

Results Promise Well, 

No figurés concerning the recruits} 
thus far enlisted under Lord Derby's 
plan are obtainable, but a member ot 
the recruiting committee is quoted as | 
saying that the results point to the | 
undoubted success of it and in greater 
measure by far than had ever been | 
anticipated, | 

The only pressure put on Britons 
thus far has been the pressure of pub- | 
lic opinion, The remarkable scheme | 
which Lord Derby is dictating will} 
place the country on a basis of orga- 
nization for service as comprehensive 
and intelligent as that of the con- 
script nations. It relieves the army 
of what Lord Derby “the hand-

a combination of pos yeech-mats- | 
ing and pérsonal exhortations, It gives 
the government definite knowledge | 
of the numbers of men eligible for | 
tnililary service, with their degrees of |
